1. This Order may be called the Constitution (Distri¬ 
bution of Revenues) No. 3 Order, 1998. 

2. The General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), shall 
apply for the interpretation of this Order as it applies for the 
interpretation of a Central Act. 

3. (1) In accordance with the provisions of clause (1) 
of article 27S, there shall be charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of India, in the financial year commencing on the 1st 
day of April, 1997, as grants-in-aid of the revenues of each 
of the States specified below, the sums specified against it as 
represMiting the contribution of the Central Government to¬ 
wards State Calamity Relief Funds for affording relief in con¬ 
nection with natural calamities in the States:—
